It will be rem embered th at tbe Secretary of 
the Treaa try was indefatigable in bis efforte to 
get tbe Loan bill, to convert tbe various six per 
cent eecuriliee into five, four and a half and 
four per cents, paaaed by Congress. 
H e was 
confident of succeeding in fundiag the debt at 
these lower rates of interest. 
Some members 
of Congress, with m ore financial knowledge 
than the Secretary possessed, doubted the re- 
snl', but as the m atter w as urged persi.stently 
and with nil the influence of the adm inistra­ 
tion, they yielded. 
The bill was passed and 
the greatest latitude given to Mr. Boiitwell to 
carry out his scheme. 
But tbe plan has 
proved a failure, and, after spending nearly a 
million of dollars in printiug, advertising, agen­ 
cies and other expenses, orders have been given 
to stop the printing of the new bonds. 
And 
although tbe Secretary continues to spend 
money unnece.isarily in giving nice jobs to 
the friends and officers of the Treasury De­ 
partm ent, as in sending agent» abroad, it is 
evident he is 
preparing lo abandon 
tho 
pcheme. 
The Loan bill was approved July 14, 1870, 
and the act in amendmcut January 20, 1871. 
Notice was publicly given in February that 
books would bo opened in this connlry and in 
Europe on tbe 0th of March for subscriptions 
to the national loan. 
There were three classes 
of bonds provided for— aamel.v, five hundred 
millions bearing five 
per cent interest and 
payable in ten y e a rs; three hundred millions 
at four and a half per cent Interest payable In 
flfleen years, and seven hundred millions at 
four per cent interest payable In thirty years— 
in all fifteen hundred millions. 
The Treasury 
Departm ent In this circular 
advertisem ent 
announced that preference would be given to 
subscriptions, first, for the five per cents to the 
amonnt of two hundred millions, 
then for 
equal amounts of each class of bonds. 
The 
debt of the United States was not to be 
Increased by the loan, and, therefore, the out­ 
standing six per cents, known as five-twenties, 
could only be exchanged for the new bonds at 
their par value or for gold at par. 
As an inducement for subscriptions to the 
loan the interest was made payable quarterly 
by the Treasurer, A ssistant Treasurers or at 
other convenient localities to be designated by 
tbe governm ent, and tbe new bonds, an well 
as interest on them, were exempt from the 
payment of all dues or taxes to the United 
States, as well as from taxation in any form by 
or under State, municipal or local authority. 
It was supposed by Mr. Boutweli that this 
exemption from taxation, quarterly payments 
of interest and the length of time the new 
bonds wouUl have to run, would be equivalent, 
or nearly so, to the differenco of interest. 
Four months h are passed since, to use a 
familiar expression, the new loan was put on 
the market. 
What has been the result? 
The 
whole of the subscriptions do not amount to 
seventy millions, and of these nearly all are 
from the national banks, which are required 
by law to take a certain proportion of the new 
bonds. 
A few millions only have been sub­ 
scribed for witliout compulsion and volun­ 
tarily by capitalists or the people. 
The loan 
conseqiieiilly is a lailtire, and the report that 
U is to be withdrawn from the m arket is pro­ 
bably well founded. 
It is unfortunate that 
the experim ent was ever m ade and that tbe 
povernmont should have spent a million of 
dollars or thereabout to little purpose.

Boutweli can get along swimmingly when tbe 
revenue pours into bis coffers at tbe rale of a

A cable lelegram received here last night 
from Taris announced that the pow der m aga­ 
zine of St. .Maur was blown up, and that a 
large number of men, women and children 
were killed and wounded in consequence. 
Many of the victims are buried beneath 
the 
niins, 
and 
both 
soldiers 
and 
fire- 
m >o are busily engaged in clearing away 
the debris to extricate the bodies of the ill- 
fated work people. 
Tbe shock consequent on 
the explosion of the m aterials stored or m anu­ 
factured in the mairivzine was so severe that it 
was felt all over Taris. 
The greatest excite­ 
ment. we are told, prevailed thronghoiit the 
city until the real cause was ascertained. These 
are the brief particulars thus far received of 
the tf-rriblo calamity. 
It 1» only a few abort 
week» since we were com polled to chronicle a 
similar calasirophe. 
Then, as In the present 
case, a num ber of poor industrious people of 
both sexes were biirh'd Into eternity wilhont a 
moment’s notice.

There were possibly over a hundred and fifty 
persons killed and wounded in our streets on 
the 12th of July, and It appears to be the 
general impression that this bloody work might 
have been avoided had not some one or more 
In charge of the National G nard blundered. 
If this is true, where lies the responsibility ? 
Does it belong to General Shaler? And may it 
bo charged to his neglect of specific Instruc­ 
tions to his 
subordinate officers? 
O r is 
some officer of this regiment, that regim ent or 
the other responsible, in having disregarded 
his general Instructions from headquarters? 
Or docs 
the responsibility belong to the 
soldiers of one or of several regim ents in 
opening fire without orders or in disregard of 
orders from their colonela? 
Or did the cap­ 
tain or captains of any regim ent order a fire 
in the absence or In violation of orders from 
any superior officer? 
These questions can be 
settled satisfactorily only by a searching in­ 
vestigation ; but, in the meantime, it is evident 
that among our National Guards there was 
some blundering, and blundering sufficient to 
suggest the necessity of a more efficient train ­ 
ing of our State militia regim ents than they 
have yet been given in reference to such em er­ 
gencies as that of W ednesday last. 
This is 
the lesson which the events of that fearful day 
teach us in regard to tbe patriotic soldiers 
upon whom in every cHsis of sudden danger to 
tho public peace we confidently rely ; and it is a 
lesson which should be thoroughly studied and 
understood by our National G uards in view of 
future contingencies. 
We are proud of our city police establish­ 
ment, of Its discipline, 
loyality, 
coolness, 
courage and efficiency in dealing with a mob. 
All the qualities of policemen dem anded on 
such occasions were strikingly illustrated in 
tbe cool and courageous bearing of our police 
force on W ednesday last. 
But wo are re­ 
minded from the events of that dreadful day of 
the old adage that “ an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cnre.”

the police clearetl the streets early in the 
morning 
in 
all the neighborhood of tbe 
Orangemen’s headquarters, from which their 
procession w'as to start, and bad all tbe neigh­ 
boring streets been kept clear Bntil the pro­ 
cession had gone by, a collision with the 
soldiers m ight have been avoided. 
The dis­ 
positions of tbe police and the m ilitary for tbe 
protection of the Orangemen on tbeir line of 
march were very good, for the Orangemen 
were completely protected from the beginning 
to the end of their parade, but the clearing 
away of tho riotous elem ents collected on 
Eighth avenue and 
“ lying in w ait” for the 
procession was delayed 
too long, it being 
delayed till the procession aud its protecting 
forces were in the midst of tho rioters. 
Here, 
tben, we have a lesson for the police which 
should not be disregarded. 
In the next place the list of the killed ond 
wounded embraces m any innocent and law- 
abiding citizens, drawn by a fatal curiosity to 
the ground of conflict. 
In all collisions of the 
military with tbe mob, in this city and in all 
other cities, we have the same old story of the 
killing and maiming of inoffending cU’izans and 
stranger». 
The lesson of all such cases is that 
of poor innocent dog Tray, who suffered with 
the guilty In being found in their company. 
Soldiers and bullets are no respecters of per­ 
sons in a street fight, and even if the soldier 
aims at a well-known ruffian tbe chances are 
as ten to one that in tbe snrgings of tbe crowd 
he misses his man and bits another party. 
Upon this point the words fitly spoken by 
Archbishop McCloskey to his flock on Sunday 
last are like “ apples of gold in pictnres of sil­ 
ver,” and oil peaceable citizens will do well to 
remember them, for they are catholic in tbe 
universal sense of the term .

While the American people con- 
tinue to pour into tbe ports of Havana, 
Maluuzaa, Cardenas, Cienfuogos aud Santiago 
de Cuba one hundred and ton millions of 
dollars in gold annnally for stigar it is folly to 
expect any other policy from Spain. 
The 
Island is a mlue of wealth to her star veliug 
pnliliciaos, and the 
taxes 
imposed upon 
American and other foreign commerce help to 
fill her impoverished treasury. 
Spain can 
better afford to sacrifice her soldiery than 
yield up a source of such immunsc rovonue, 
and she will continue to send regim ent after 
regim ent to Cuba so long as it is profitable. 
The question of the abolition of slavery in 
Cuba seems to have been tbe chief topic under 
disoussiou in tbe Cortes. 
But Spanish aboli­ 
tion IB meaningless. 
Not a single slave has 
been freed under the act which wont into 
operation last January, negroes as old as 
seventy years being enrolled by th eir m asters 
as under forty in order to evade the operation 
of tho law. 
In a couutry where the conniv­ 
ance of cor.nipt officials is readily procured 
there is, of course, no redress for the slave. 
A nd we doubt whether the abolition of slavery 
by the republic would be faithfully carried out 
evoD if the republic was established. 
Such is 
the perfidy of both Spaniards and Cubans that 
it would not be unless other Pow ers Inter­ 
vened to compel It. 
The abolition of slavery 
under the present m asters of the island, or 
those who would succeed them should the re­ 
public become a republic in fact as well as in 
name, would be the downfall of Cuban indus­ 
try. 
Both the Cubans and the Spaniards see 
this, and neither is in heart agreed to the 
ruiu of the planting interests. 
It is not in the 
nature of things that the moat selfish people 
in the world should do as the English have 
done in Jam aica or the D.\nes in St. Thomas. 
Freedom for the Cuban slave will only come 
when war has exhausted both sides, and when 
intestine feuds have rendered t ie island feeble 
nud prostrate. 


It is to be hoped that this day may soon 
come. 
There is neither peace nor freedom 
for Cuba while the island is rich and prosper- 
> ous. 
Only by much suffering can these people 
be m ade to understand the m eaning of justice 
and liberty. 
Tliey are arrogant and perfldi- 
OU.0, cruel and rapaciou.". 
With tbe exception 
of Chile tho Spanisb-Amerlcan republics have 
bren little better than the dominion of Spain. 
Venezuela and Panam a have ju st been torn by 
internal dissensions 
Mexico may even now 
be on the 
eve 
of a 
civil 
war. 
Cuba 
is becoming like them in everything except 
freedom from Spanish rule. 
This, too, will 
corns in time, but in the end the island will 
reach its m anifest destiny—annexation to the 
United Slates. 
Ju st now it would be a very 
undesirable acquisition for us. 
With its large 
estates iu private hands even the Americans 
could not raise sugar without slave labor. 
We 
could easily enough wipe out the insurgent 
baud* which would be formed against ns, as 
they are now formed against Spain, but we 
could not make the people industrious with 
tenacious land owners holding on to immense 
but profitless plantations. 
Tbe large ahiin- 
doned sugar estates of Jam aica arc tbe secret 
of the degradation of the colored population. 
The same state of affairs wonld come lo j»a»» 
in Cuba if we should consent to take it. 
We must let the Cortes quarrel over it, and 
for the present stand by till the people of the 
island work out their own redem ption. 
The 
impraclicabilily of the Spanish and 
Cuban 
character is the stumbling block in tho way,

Several prominent tory members opposed tlio 
proposed abolition of the purchase Hvatcm, on tho 
ground of it.s botng imjusi to tho present ofllcers of 
army, and mvolviug heavy expendlturo to tho 
coiiiilry. 
The Earl of C.vrnarvon dented that the aboltflou of 
purchase would Improve the quality of army ufilcers. 
He stated as Ids tieltof that U would, on the contrary, 
lower the tone of the aervlce liy introducing a sys­ 
tem of favoritism. To the latter system he partly 
ascribed the dLsastors of the French army. 
His Lordship concluded by saying that the present 
army bill was only a makeshilt, iliat the purchase sys­ 
tem was a peculiarly English Insiltiuton, and that 
the subsmutlou of any other system would tend to 
deprive the British army of those very character­ 
istics whlcn gave It superiority over Continental 
armie.s. 
The tory meiiibera applandod tiiLs speech. Several 
liberal members, however, combated the argu­ 
ments of the E;*rl of Carnarvon, making a stout ile- 
fence In favor of the abolf.lon of purchase and tho 
reorganization of the army.

Toward the end of the debate the Earl of Derby 
arose and startled the tory benches to the hlghcst 
piteli of nstonl.shmcnt bv denouncing the purchase 
syijtera a.s one of tlie evils which impaired the 
efilcioiic.v ot the army. 
It.s abolition, he confended, will not only be a 
great reform In itself, but facilitate other reform.s 1 
and increase the immerlcal str«>ngih of the army.

CnARLOTTR, N. 0., July 14, 1871. 
one of the most barbaroua and atrocious deeds In 
tnc records of crime was expiated ou the bcatlold 
hero to-day. when llendorsoa Young megro) ex­ 
pired with tho hangm an's halter round his neck. 
As the negroes become older m the exercise of ilieir 
civil rlghis and the frauchi.se, and as education and 
all tho other accompaniinonts of clvlllanlion pro- 
giess among them, so also does crime seem to in ­ 
crease. Each new deed of blood.stic(l Is marked by 
more atrocity, horror an t barbarity than those pre­ 
ceding It. and Ihe rapidity with which they occur is 
fcariul ana aluimiag. Murder, rape, arsuu aud 
burglary are tho criiue.s to which the negro race in 
the auutii are now chiefly ad<liotcd, and often they 
arc all combined 'n one heinous and bloody outrage. 
But a great deal of ttiii is due to the course 
pursued by the radical Governors ot tho Southern 
.States, who, by tho wholesale and indiscrim inate 
exercise of the pardoiiliig power in the cases of 
iiegroc.s, actually gave them a llcenae to commit 
crime and outrage, which they did to such an ex- 
tent as to half Justify tho nets of the Ku K lux 
Klans and other Illegal secret societies. 
Tnu CRIME 
for which Henderson Young.died to-day was no ex- 
cepuon to all others as a fletidish and bloody deed. 
From tho evidenvie adduced at his trial It appears 
that Edwin .Smith, a white man. and his wife, were 
the sole occupants of a small house, in which they 
kept liquors for sale, at a point eight miles from 
Charlotte, nut lur from tho YVood gold inlno. On the 
evening of the 27tli oi December, 1870, Henderson 
Ymins, who was working a siuull farm with other

It will be remembered that the Secretary of 


the Treasury was indefatigable in his efforts to 
get the Loan bill, to convert tho various six per 
cent securities into five, four and a half and 
four per cents, passed by Congress. He was 
confident of succeeding in funding the debt at 
these lower r.ites of interest. 
Some members 


of Congress, with more financial knowledge 
than tlie Secretary possessed, doubted the re- 
sul% bnt as tho matter was nrged persistently 
and with all the influence of the administra- 
tion, they yielded. The bill was passed and 
the greatest latitude given to Mr. Boutwell to 
carry out his scheme. 
.But the plan has 


proved a failure, and, after spending nearly a 
million of dollars in printing, advertising, agen- 
cies and other expenses, orders hare been given 
to stop the printing of the new bonds. 
And 


although the Secretary continues to spend 
money unuecessa ri!y ia giving nice jobs to 
the friends and officers of the Treasury De- 
partment, as ia sending agents abroad, it is 
evident he is preparing to abandon the 
scheme. 


Tbe Loan bill was approved July li, 1870, 


and the act in amendment January 20, 1871. 
Notice was publicly given in February that 
books would be opened in this country and in 
Enrope on the Gth of March for subscriptions 
to the national loan. 
There-were three classes 


of bonds provided far—namely, five hundred 
millions bearing five per cent interest and 
payable in ten years; three- hundred millions 
at four and a half per cent interest payable in 
fifteen years, and seven hundred millions • at 
four per cent interest payable in thirty years— 
in all fifteen hundred millions. 
The Treasury 


Department in this circular advertisement 
announced that preference would be given to 
subscriptions, first, for the five per cents to the 
amount of two hundred millions, 
then for 


equal amounts of each class of bonds. 
The 


debt of the United States was not to be 
increased by the loan, and, therefore, the out- 
standing six per cents, known as five-twenties, 
could only be exchanged for the new bonds at 
their par value or for gold at par. 


As an inducement for subscriptions to the 


loan the interest was made payable quarterly 
by the Treasurer, Assistant Treasurers or at 
other convenient localities to be designated by 
the government, and the new bonds, as well 
as interest on them, were exempt from the 
payment of all dues or taxes to the United 
States, as well as from taxation in any form\by 
or under State, municipal or local authority. 
It was supposed by Sir. Boutwell that this 
exemption from taxation, Quarterly payments 
of interest and the length of time tbe new- 
bonds Tvoulu have to ran, would be equivalent, 
or nearly so, to tba difference of interest. 


Four months have passed since, to use a 


familiar expression, the new loan was pnt on 
the market 
TFuat has been the result? 
The 


whole of the subscriptions do not amount to 
seventy millions, and of these nearly all are 
from, the national batiks, which ar*e required 
by law to take a certain proportion of the new 
bonds. A few millions only have been sab- 
scribed for without compulsion and volun- 
tarily by capitalists or the people. Tho loan 
consequently is a failure, and the report that 
it is to bf> withdrawn from tbe market is pro- 
bably well founded. 
It is unfortunate iuat 


the experiment was ever made and that the 
government should have spent a million of 
dollars or thereabout to little purpose. Mr. 
Boutwell can get along swimmingly when the 
revenue pours into his coffers at tbe rate of a 
million or more a day, and when he has a sur- 
plus of a hundred millions a year over and 
above the expenditures of the government. 
lie boasts of this as being very creditable to 
himself and the administration, as if the money 
had been brought out of the earth by his magic. 
He and the partisans of the administration 
make a great noise over the hundred millions 
of treasure held all the time in the Treasury 
and the hundred millions of debt purchased a 
year, as if he had extracted tbe gold from 
rocks, when, in fact, an enormous revenue 
flows into the Treasury in spite of his action, 
and is forced unnecessarily from an over- 
taxed people by laws of Congress. But wrten 
good financial management is needed he fails. 
He may be a pretty good lawyer, may un- 
derstand Massachusetts law very well, aud 
be able to make good political speeches, but 
he knows little about national finance, and 
hence the mistake he has made about the new 
loan. 
It is the misfortune of the country 


that few of our public men understand great 
financial questions, and that the Treasury De- 
partment is generally entrusted to those who 
have no claim to be statesmen. 


Making investments in anything is strictly a 


business operation. 
Men use their money 


where it pays the best interest, other things, 
such as security and convenience, being equal. 
Honey is worth much more than five per cent 
in this country, with the best security, and ia 
many parts it brings double or more that 
amount of interest. Ours is comparatively a 
new country and money ia in great demand 
everywhere to develop its valuable resources. 
The accumulated capital with us is not suffi- 
cient to supply the demand for legitimate and 
paying enterprises or business. How can we 
expect, then, fifteen hundred millions, or a 
third of 
that 
amount 
of 
government 


securities, 
to 
be 
taken at 
par 
when 


they 
bear only five, four aud a 
half 


or four per cent interest? It was thought 
foreigners might take a large portion of the 
loan, as at even tho reduced rate of interest 
it bears the interest is still equal to or higher 
than that of ihe securities of many European 
governments. 
But the capitalists of Europe 


can find good and safe investments here at a 
much higher interest, as well aa our own 
people, if they arc disposed to invest in the 
United States at all. Then they get six per 
cent on United States bonds now, with the 
certainty of being paid gold at par for these 
when called in for redemption. It could 
hardly be supposed these bondholders abroad 
would change at par these sixes for bonds 
bearing one, one and a half or two per cent 
less interest. Interminable securities or con- 
sols, as the English call them, would have 
stood » b?ltcr chance of being taken. 
With 


these, as every one knows, the national debt 
need not have been perpetuated, though they 
might be called interminable. The govern- 
ment coolfl go into the market at any time and 
purchase for the sinking fund or liquidation 
just the same as it purchases bonds now. The 
whole experiment of Mr. Boutwell—an oxperi-

crude and snows tho vraat of financial know- 
ledge. 


We must not judge of the comparative credit of 


onr government abroad altogether by the rela- 
tive quotations of our bonds and those of foreign 
governments. No sensible man or capitalist, 
we suppose, doubts that the government oi 
the United States is as stable as any in Europe. 
In fact, looking at the condition of things in 
Europe the United States government has a 
more conservative basis than most governments 
there. Then, as to tbe comparative resources 
and ability to pay, the American republic 
stands in the first position. No one can doubt 
our ability to pay the debt, even within ten or 
fifteen years, when it is considered that with 
all tho vast expenditures of the war and 
liquidation of an enormous amount of floating 
indebtedness we have paid off upwards of a 
hundred millions of the principal vearly. 
There is no apprehension that the United 
States cannot or will not pay every dollar of 
the debt. The reason our securities are not 
higher abroad—that our sixes do not bring 
much 
more in 
the 
market 
thaa tile

causes. 
One of 
these causes 
is, 
as 


we have stated, 
the 
greater value 
of 


money in America, and, consequently, the 
price of the bonds in onr own markets. 
Another is the abundant supply of these bonds 
in European markets, a supply which has 
been greater than a steady demand, and that 
has been forced by the necessity of sending 
so many abroad to make up the balance of 
trade against us. If we were less extrava- 
gant, imported less goods and exported more 
produce, and if the profits of shipping were 
more in our favor, we should soon see an. 
appreciation of our securities. 
The nation 


that is most wealthy and economical, that 
keeps the balance of trade in its favor and 
obtains the greatest profits from commerce, 
must hold other cations under financial con- 
trol arjd subjection. 
Then the want of a 


permanently organized and consolidated debt 
is always a disadvantage with regard to the 
market value of it. 
Our whole financial 


system needs to be placed on a better founda- 
tion and to be under the management of 
abler men. The resources of the country are 
surprisingly abnndaut and the credit of the 
government intrinsically is good enough. All 
we want is a better revenue system, aa 
economical administration and an able Finance 
Minisser in the Treasury D.-partment. 


TcrriSSs Catastrophe ta Paris. 


A cable telegram received here last night 


from Paris announced that tbe powder maga- 
zine of St. Manr was blown up, and that a 


ge number of men, women and children 


•were killed and wounded in consequence. 
Many of the vhtims are buried beneath 
the ruins, and both 
soldiers 
and fire- 


men are busily engaged in clearing away 
the debris to extricate the bodies of the ill- 
fated work people. The shock consequent on 
the explosion of the materials stored or manu- 
ta.ot.MTcd. m tt»a •msxira.zuiB wag so severe that it 
was felt all over Paris. The greatest excite- 
ment, we are told, prevailed throughout the 
city until the real cause was ascertained. These 
are the brief particulars thus far received of 
the terrible calamity. It is only a few short 
weeks since we were compelled to chronicle a 
similar catastrophe. 
Then, as in the present 


Case, a number of poor industrious people of 
both sexes were hurled into etsrnity without a 
moment's uotiee.

If Irish. Tends arc as Implacable In America ns 
they are m Iretanu, anu more aangumarj, Irishmen 
must asu themselves wuetliur Iitsii nature in not 
more responsible ror the troubles In Ireland than 
Enguso. misrule. 


We do not deny that there is something of 


the Lord of Misrule in Irish nature. But we 
can as little deny that Irishmen make good 
soldiers, good sailors, good citizens. Where 
do they not make trouble ? Bnt where do they 
not shine? If they are fond of a row, they 
are at least not cowards. The battle fields of 
Europe and the battle fields of America hare 
drank in their blood. In literature, in art, in 
science, they ahiue. What would the proud 
Anglo-Saxon be without them? If they are 
sometimes rough and destructive in their ways 
they are not without taste, and even elegance. 
The splendid cathedrals which have recently 
been reared in Great Britain and Ireland, and 
which are to be seen in every city of Northern 
America, are to be credited to them, and them 
alone. What Pat wants—and it is about the 
only thing he wants—is to be well governed. 
He is not safe unless ho feels that the reins 
are in a strong hand. 


THE EAHL OF DEHISY has trampled upon 


the most cherished traditions of his party. 
Tory peers in the Houae of Lords must have 
looked unutterable amazement yesterday when 
ho, their acknowledged leader, rose in denun- 
ciation of the purchase system in tho army. 
The privilege of buying military rank with 
title and money has ever been dear to the 
tory heart.

But it 
will load to a still more important result—to a 
social revolution in English society—if the 
measure should be passed, as in all proba- 
bility it will. The sons of the nobility, who 
have hitherto had it pretty much their own 
way in tho army, will enter into a list where 
only hard work and superior attainments will 
obtain a commission. Thus the abolition of 
the purchase system in the army will be a 
great leveller of rank and tend to introduce 
democratic ideas into English society. 


TITK Nnw LOAN.—A Washington deppalcli 


states that Secretary Bontwell has suspended 
the printing of the new bonds because he has 
a supply on hand sufficient to meet the ordi- 
nary requirements of tho immediate future, 
judging from tho rate of siibucription for 
some lime past.

There were possibly over a hundred and fifty 


persons killed and wounded in our streets on 
the 12th of July, and it appears to be the 
general impression that this bloody work might 
have been avoided had not some one or more 
in charge of the National Guard blundered. 
If this is true, where lies the responsibility ? 
Does it belong to General Shaler? And may it 
be charged to his neglect of specific instruc- 
tions to hia subordinate officers? 
Or ia 


some officer of this regiment, that regiment or 
the other responsible, in having disregarded 
his general instructions from headquarters? 
Or does 
the responsibility belong to the 


soldiers of one or of several regiments in 
opening fire without orders or in disregard of 
orders from their colonels ? Or did the cap- 
tain or captains of <any regiment order a fire 
in the absence or in violation of orders from 
any superior officer? 
These questions can be 


settled satisfactorily only by a searching in- 
vestigation; but, in the meantime, it is evident 
that among onr National Guards there was 
some blundering, and blundering sufficient to 
suggest the necessity of a more efficient train- 
ing of our State militia regiments than they 
have yet been given in reference to such emer- 
gencies as that of Wednesday last. This 13 
the lesson which the events of that fearful day 
teach us in regard to the patriotic soldiers 
npon whom in every crisis of sudden danger to 
the public peace we confidently rely ; and it is a 
lesson which should be thoroughly studied and 
understood by our National Guards in view of 
future contingencies. 


We ara proud of our city police establish- 


ment, of its discipline, loyality, coolness, 
courage and efficiency in dealing with a mob. 
All the qualities of policemen demanded on 
such occasions were strikingly illustrated in 
the cool and courageous bearing of our police 
force on Wednesday last. But we are re- 
minded from the events of that dreadful day of 
the old adage that "an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure." For example, had 
he police cleared the streets early in the 
morning in 
all the neighborhood of the 


Orangemen's headquarters, from which their 
procession was to start, and had all the neigh- 
boring streets been kept clear until the pro- 
cession had gcme by, a collision with the 
soldiers might have been avoided. The dis- 
positions of the police and the military for tbe 
jrotection of the Orangemen oa their line of 
march were very good, for the Orangemen 
were completely protected from the beginning 


>o the end of their parade, but the clearing 
away of the riotoua elements collected on 
Eighth avenue and "lying ia wait" for the 
procession was delayed too long, it being 
lelayed till tho procession and its protecting 
forces were ia the midst of the rioters. 
Hero, 


then, we have a lesson for the police which 
should not be disregarded. 


In the next place the list of the killed and 


wounded embraees many innocent and law- 
abiding citizens, drawn by a fatal curiosity to 
the ground of conflict. In all collisions of the 
military with the mob, in this city and in all 
other cities, we have the same old story of the 
killing and maiming of inoffendins citizens and 
strangers. The lesson of all such cases is that 
of poor innocent dog Tray, who suffered with 
the guilty in being found in their company. 
Soldiers and bullets are no respecters of per- 
sons in a street fight, and even if the soldier 
aims at a well-known rufliau the chances are 
as ten to one that in the anrgings of the crowd 
he misses his man and hits another party. 
Upon this point the words fitly spoken by 
Archbishop McCloskey to his flock oa Sunday 
last are like "apples of gold in pictures o{ sil- 
ver," and all peaceable citizens will do well to 
remember them, for they are catholic in the 
universal sense of the term.

The recent disturbances in onr city have 


given rise to a point connected with lifo assur- 
ance of great importance to our citizen sol- 
diers. 
A statement has been made that, 


according to the terms of a policy, as issued 
by a lift) assurance company to any members 
of our militia regiments it is necessary to 
obtain a permit from the company before the 
holder can act in his military capacity, so that 
his insurance may not be vitiated. 
The inter- 


est that must naturally attach to this question, 
and the unhappy killing of Sergeant Samuel 
Wyatt and Mr. Henry C. Page in the perform- 
ance of their duty with the Ninth regiment 
last Wednesday, have led us to make inquiry 
at tho Equitable. Life Assurance Society, in 
which Mr. Wyatt was insured. We ascer- 
ained that a permit to serve »in a military 
capacity for the suppression of riota is by no 
meana necessary; that if asked for it is 
granted, but it is not made a requirement by 
this company. 
The circumstances of Mr. 


Wyatt's death do not in any way interfere 
with tho payment of his policy. 
This is a 


wise and liberal determination on the part of 
the Equitable Society. No vast moneyed cor- 
poration or large property holder in New York 
could be more interested in tho maintenance 
of law and order, and in this way this com- 
pany is simply doing its part toward tho pro- 
tection of its own aa well as the general 
interest. 


TrtE CONNECTICUT Ljtr.rsLATURE has Bent n

moraine detailing the scene in the Spanish 
Cortes (luring the debate on the 10th inst. in 
relation to Cuba is another proof of the 
tenacity with which Spain will hold on to 
that island. While the American people con- 
tinue to pour into the ports of Havana, 
Matanzas, Cardenas, Cienlueiros aad Santiago 
de Cuba one hundred and ten millions of 
dollars in gold annually for sugar it ia foSly to 
expect any other policy from Spain. 
The 


island is a mine of wealth to her starveling 
politicians, and the 
taxes imposed upon 


American and other foreign commerce help to 
fill her impoverished treasury. 
Spain ct>n 


better afford to sacrifice her soldiery than 
yield up a source of suea imntouse revenue, 
and she will continue to send regiment after 
regiment to Cuba so long as it is profitable. 


The question of the abolition of slavery in 


Cuba seems to have been the chief topic under 
discussioa in the Cortes. 
But Spanish aboli- 


tion is meaningless. Not a single slave haa 
been freed under the act wuieii went into 
operation last January, negroes as old as 
seventy years being enrolled by their masters 
as under forty in order to evade the operation 
of the law. In a country where the conniv- 
ance of corrupt officials is readily procured 
there ia, of course, no redress for the slave. 
And we doubt whether the abolition of slavery 
by the republic would be faithfully carried out 
even if the republic was established. Such is 
the perSdy of both Spaniards and Cubans that 
it would not be unless other Powers inter- 
vened to compel it. 
The abolition of slavery 


under the present masters of the island, or 
those who would succeed them should the re- 
public become a republic in fact as well as in 
name, would be the downfall of Cuban indus- 
try. 
Both the Cubans and the Spaniards see 


this, aad neither is in heart agreed to the 
ruin of the planting interests. It is not ia the 
nature of things that the most selfish people 
in the world should do as the English have 
done in Jamaica or the Danes in St. Thomas. 
Freedom for the Cuban siave will only coma 
when war has exhausted both sides, and when 
intestine feuds have rendered the island feeble 
and prostrate. 


It is to be hoped that this day may soon 


come. There is neither peace nor freedom 
for Cuba while the island is rich and prosper- 
ous. Only by much suffering can these people 
be made to understand the meaning of justice 
and liberty. They are arrogant and perfidi- 
ous, cruel and rapacious. With tbe exception 
of Chile tbe Spanish-American republics have 
been little better than the dominion of Spain. 
Venezuela and Panama have just been torn by 
internal dissensions, Mexico may even now 
be on the eve of a civil war. Cuba 
is becoming like them in everything except 
freedom from Spanish rule. 
Tliis, too, will 


come in time, but in the end the island will 
reach its manifest destiny—-annexation to tbe 
United States. Just now it would be a very 
undesirable acquisition for us. 
With its large 


estates in private hands even the Americans 
:ould not raise sugar without slave labor. 
We 


could easily enough wipe out the insurgent 
bands which would be formed against us. as 
they are now formed against Spain, but we 
could not make ihe people industrious with 
tenacious land owners holding on'to immense 
but profitless plantations. 
Tho largo aban- 


doned Eu<rar estates of Jamaica are tlie secret 
of the degradation of tho colored population. 
The same state of affairs would come to pass 
in Cuba if we should consent to take it. 


We must let the Cortes quarrel over it, and 


for the present stand by till the people of the 
island work out their own redemption. The 
impracticability of the Spanish aad Cuban 
character is the stumbling block in the way, 
and until war and suffering; bavo taught 
their lesson this stumbling block cannot be re- 
moved.

Pro- 
fessor R. Ogden Doremus, M. P., is the 
president, and the greatest confidence can be 
placed in his well known ability.

the commission. It is to be hoped the drug- 
gists of tho city will show a professional pride 
in preparing themselves aud in aiding the 
commission, so that this branch of business, 
upon which the health, and often the lives, of 
the people so much depend, may become what 
it ought to be, and that we shall hear little 
more of those mistakes of ignorant drug 
clerks which have proved fatal In many cases 
to the health and lives of persons.
